Patten Building Elevator Operators 
Stick by Posts; Smoke 
Overcomes Two.

CROWDS SEE DANGEROUS DESCENT 


Three hundred girls passed from the eighth 
and ninth floors of the tall Patten building to 
safety yesterday, whilea blistering fire raged 
in the fourth story of the structure. The 
buliding is at Fifth avenue and Harrison 
street. It is twelve stories high. 

How the girls escaped without a single seri- 
ous injury is difficuk to determine. The 
extent of the fire may be gauged from the 
fact that it did $25,000 damage to a modern 
fireproof structure. The manner of their es- 
capes was various. 

There were heroic elevator men who muf- 
fied their faces with their coats and shot 
their cars up and down through the dimin- 
utive inferno until the heat singed and biis- 
tered. There were masterly foremen who 
coolly directed their frightened charges 
through smoke clouded corridors to saiety 
stairways. And there were determined 
young women who tripped down the stair- 
care fire escapes twining the sheer walls of 
the building, with little dignity, perhaps, but 
with presence of m that drew roarr of 
delight from the crowds in the streets below. 


Girle Kept from Panic. 

The fire started in a store room of the 
fourth Rohre “Part of this floor ts occupied 
by the Holmes Manufacturing company. 

Thomas Carey. clerk in the railroad office 
discovered the blase and gave the alarm. The 
girls employed by the Holmes Manufacturing 
company at once became panic stricken. 
They were quieted by their employer, G. B. 
Holmes, who ordered the giris to get thelr 
hats and coats and take their time about leav- 
ing the building. 

Most girls on the fourth floor left the bulld- 
ing by the rear stairs. A few went down the 
front stairs. All were terrified when they 
saw dense clouds of smoke rolling out of the 
railway company’s section. Im headjong 
flight they dashed down the stairways. 

In the meantime the alarm had spread 
throughout the building. The elevator men 
had begun their heroic task of rescuing the 
occupants of the upper stories. 


Elevator Men Stick by Posts. 

The four elevator men in the building made 
a dosen trips up and down the burning struc- 
ture, and they stuck by their posts until 
compelled to leave the building because of 
smoke, But their heroic efforts to empty the 
bullding were in vain. The occupants of the 
upper stories luckily realized this, and the 
procession down the fire escape had started 
before the elevator operators had been driven 
from their stations. 

A. Grieg, 1739 West One Hundred and First 
street, and Edward Anderson, who operated 
the passenger elevators, had to be carried 
from their cars overcome with smoke. 

Daddy Rasmussen, a gray haired ele- 
vator man, stayed in his car while the flames 
licked at the shaft. Up and down he went 
in the car that despite the desperate need 
for speed could go no faster. The last of the 
girls in the building had been lowered to 
safety before the old man staggered from 
the building. | 


Girl Overcome by Smoke. 

Miss Catherine Hayden, 4 telephone opera- 
tor for the Harrison Coal company, which 
occupies the eleventh floor, stopped to an- 
swer a number of business calls after the 1. 
others in the office had fled. She was the 
last to leave the office and was overcome by 
smoke. Her fellow employés had all reached 
the ground and were watching the progress 
of the fire when one of them missed her. 

Policemen Byrne and Richter were told 
that Miss Hayden was still in the bullding. 
They rode up with Greig, elevator operator, 
through the smoke Are to the eleventh 
floor. where they found the young woman 
lying unconscious near the door of the office. 
They carried her down. She revived soon 
after reaching the fresh air, but was stil) 
weak. She was taken to her residence 6343 
South Wood street. in a police ambulance. 

The flames were burning cornices of win- 
dows on the fourth floor when the girls 
from the eighth and ninth floors began to 
climb down the fire escapes in an apparentiy 
endless stream, | 

Several times during the descent of the 
girls the procession was halted when the 
filmy, black skirt of some one passing the 
flaming windows caught fire. Each giri 
would stop and smother the flame, assisted by 
the one immediately beneath her. 

Thousands in the street below watched the 
iris come down past flaming windows. 
Spectators gasped as NOW one, now another, 
of the irregular line Seemed about to perish 
in the blaze, or to fall and precipitate others 
to the ground. Put the girls kept their wits 
about them, and clung firmly to the rungs. 
Several fainted when they reached the 
ground. 

It was an easy fire to handle, according to 
Fire Marshal O'Connor.

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BOY'S TESTIMONY 
GIVES BIG AID TO 
BEATTIE DEFENSE 


| Story of More Blood Spots Up- 


sets Procedure In Virglata 
Marder Trial. 


DELAYS CLOSING OF CASE 


Prosecution Will Call Several More 
~ Witnesses to Oppose Evi- 
dence by Youth. 


ACCUSED MAN TO TAKE STAND

Chesterfield Court House, Va., Au 
[Special.)—Testimony by a boy witness, 
which came as @ surprise to both defense and 
prosecution, today upset the whole proced- 
ure in the trial of Henry Clay Beattie Jr., 
who is accused of having slain his wife. The 
testimony wes such that it gave great aid to 
the defense, and the prosecution announced 
that instead of closing Ita case today, as was 
intended, seven or eight witnesses would be 
called to oppose this testimony. 

Alexander Robertson was the witness whe 
upset the trial. He testified that he had ob- 
served several blood spots along the Mid- 
lothian turnpike where the crime ocourred. 
Hitherto it had been presumed no blood spot 
except one. near the place where Mrs. Beattie 
is supposed te have died, existed. 

On direct examination by Prosecutor Wen- 
denburg, when the latter was seeking te 
show where the boy found a certain yellow 
hairpin similar to that wort by Mrs. Beattie, 
Robertson referred to its distance from the 
“ first blood spot. 

„Were there two blood spots?“ asked 
Harpy M. Smith Jr., counsel for the defense, 
in apparent surprise. and the bey not only 
told of a second bleod spot but of several 
other smaller spots near it. 


Upsets Prosecution Theory: 
The revelation voricerning the presence of 
more than one blood spot is in line with the 
contention of the defense that all blood on 
the road oozed from the car in which Beattie 
a'leges his wife was shot. The prossecu- 
tion's theory has been that the large bloed- 


pot in the road at the place where Mrs. 


Beattie is alleged to have been killed re- 
sulted from a murder committed outside the 
machine and not in the seat as Henry al- 
leges. 

The prosecution has pointed out by wit- 
nesses and its statements concerning the 
murder that no blood was found on elther 
running board of the car and that the dust 
pan underneath the car would have caught* 
any blood that trickled through the front: 
part of the machine from the seat and that‘ 
all the blood visible had hardened on the 
floor of the car just beneath the steering 
wheel.

The suicide left five letters. One of them 
asked the manager of the hotel to notify a 
brother, Joseph Wastjer, at Evaneville, Ind., 
and pinned to it was a $5 bill to defray the 
expense. 

Another letter was adiiressed to Charies H.

Economical Housekeepi 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. § 
Note: It is not necessary to soak egg plant 
in salt and water before cooking it 


T is an interesting thing tnat there should 
be scores of recipes for cooking a vegetable 
which has such a limited popularity as the 
egg plant. Perhaps the ancient prejudice 
of the English has had a greater influence 

in checking its use than might be believed. 

The old English name for this plant was 
“Raging or Mad Apple,” and it was said that 
“doubtless these apples have & mischievous 
qualitie, ue use whereof is utterly to be for- 
saken.” — 

Another name for this plant is Guinea squash. 
It is a native of Africa. * 

One of our best household magazines gave, in 
a recent issue, two pages to the “Egg Plant a# 
the Hindus Cook It,“ a valuable article mostly 
made up of recipes, and by a native of India. 
The following is the introduction 5 * 2 

“The egg plant is not as popular in this quae 
try as it would he if American cooks kne how 
to prepare it in a variety of tempting ways. As 
it is, the few who do appreciate this toothsome 
member of the nightshade family know how to 
cook it other than to slice and fry it, either 
breaded or plain. Egg plant is commonly used 
in India as an article of diet, and the cooks of 
the coral strand work it up into a number of 
delectably dainty dishes.“ 

. — 


Yet by referring to the files of this same 
magazine we find that in 1887 and 1888 it was 
publishing a number of egg plant recipes, and 
thirty years earlier than this Miss Leslie gives 
two recipes for cooking it, although cook books 
in those days gave few vegetable recipes as com- 
pared with today. One of her recipes is for the 
fried egg plant, and she advises that it be twice 
dipped in the eggs and twice in the crumbs. 
She not only adds salt but pepper in preparing 
the plant for an hour before frying. 

Her second recipe is for baked egg plant, and 
the Hindu above quoted says in his first recipe, 
Baked or Boiled Egg Plant,“ that “a person 
does not know what the real flavor of an egg 
plant is unt he has eaten it baked.” This is 
his further advice: “Cook the egg plant whole, 
without removing the skin. It may either be 
boiled in sufficient water to cover it or baked 
in the oven. The latter method is much to be 
preferred, since it preserves all the delicate 
flavor of the vegetable. When it is 
perfectly cooked, so a fork pierces right 
through the soft pulp, remove the skin, just as 
you would peel a baked potato. Mash the 
pulp with a potato masher, or preferably run it 
through a food chopper. This will form: the 
foundation of a number of dishes. Melt one 
spoonful of butter in a frying pan and put 
the mashed egg plant pulp in this. Season. 
with pepper and salt to suit the taste and let 
cook until all the moisture has evaporated and 
the egg plant shows a tendency to stick to the 
bottom of the pan and brown. Arrange in a 
mound and garnish with eggs, first boiled, then 
fried. To make them, boil as many eggs as 
desired until hard, then remove the shells, cut 
them in slices about a quarter of an inch thick, 
and fry in butter a golden brown. Or yoy 
may substitute boiled rice in lieu of the eggs.”

The other recipes given by Saint Nihal Singh 
are: Egg plant with onions, egg plant frit- 
ters, egg plant patties, fried egg plant slices, 
escalloped egg plant, broiled egg plant, sautéd 
egg plant, stuffed egg plant, egg plant dress- 
ing, egg plant souffié, egg plant omelet, egg 
plant loaf, sautéd egg plant with gravy. 

It is interesting and revolutionary to have 
the follewing prohibition under fried egg plant 
slices: “Do not put the egg plant in salt and 
Water, as it destroys the fine vor and is not 
at all necessary. This practi began when 
egg plant was first raised in America Those 
of the occident conceived the idea that because 
@gg plant belonged to the nightshade family it 
might have poisonous properties which could 
be drawn out with salt. These people pointed 
to the brown liquor that they poured away as 
nroof of the necessity of salt and water, but 
as @ matter of fact they were throwing out 
the very soul of the egg plant. They did not 
consider that the potato, likewise, is a night- 
shade, Be that as it may, you lose the es- 
sence of the vegetable by this antiquated 
process. Dip the sliced egg plant elther in egg 
and bread or cracker crumbs, or in batter, and 
fry in enough fat to keep it from sticking to 
the bottom of the pan.” 

Of course Tt is a saving of time as well as 
nutriment to pare and cook it without the 
int®emediary process.

PROGRESSIVES IN MEXICO | 


PLEDGE MANY BIG REFORMS. 


Party Convention Adopts Platform 
Which Would Bring Government 
Back Into Hands of People. 


Mexico City, Aug. 20.—Wearied by the ex- 
ercise of their constitutional but hitherto 
unused right to nominate candidates for the 
presidency and vice presidency. delegates 
to the first national convention of the Pro- 
gressive party late tonight adopted a plat- 
form that sags beneath its burden of re- 
forms. Tomorrow, it is expected, the nomi- 
nations will be made. 

The first plank of the platform provides 
for the strict maintenance of the constitu- 
tion of 57. There was a lengthy debate, but 
in the end the plank as written was adopted. 

The convention pledged its candidates to 
carry out the principles of anti-reélection 
and to work for a revision of the election 
laws. 

Another plank provides for a revision of 
the system of taxation, favors the develop- 
ment of public resources, and promises to 
combat monopolies and special privileges.

Special Program for Veterans at State

Mugler, Temporary Appointee, | 


Resigns as Employment Head. 


F. G. HEUCHLING APPOINTED 


Secretary of Board Holds Job Since 
Its Creation July 1, 


At the meeting of the west park board yes- 
terday in Union park the resignation of 
George A. Mugier as superintendent of em- 
ployment of the west park system was ac- 
cepted. Fred G. Heuchiling, at present effi- 
ciency Inspector for the civil service commis- 
sion, Was appointed in Mr. Mugler’s place. 

The position of superintendent of employ- 
ment was created by the new civil service 
law which went into effect on July 1. The 
law provides that the position shall carry 
with it a term of office extending for six 
years and that the incumbent shall not be re- 
moved during that time. 

Mr. Mugler, who is secretary of the west 
park board, had been appointed temporarily, 
as has been insisted repeatedly by Gov. 
Deneen and the members of the park board, 
as superintendent of employment under the 
new civil service law. 

The Civil Service Reform association offi- 
Clals criticised the board severely and the 
matter of Mr. Mugler’s appointment was the 
Subject of a sharp warfare between Robert 
Catherwood and Herbert Fleming, officiais 
of the reform body. 

Mr. Heuchling’s appointment, it is under- 
stood, is thoroughly satisfactory to the civil 
eervice reform forces. 

Mr. Heuchling is a graduate of Armour m- 
stitute and was formerly instructor of en- 
gineering there. He resides at 1310 Glenlake 
avenue. 

Commissioner Addison E. Wells, who was 
reported as having resigned from the board, 
withdrew his resignation at the personal re- 
quest of Gov.

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THE CAT AND THE PRODUCER. 

In a magazine article one of the con- 
spicuous producers of plays in this coun- 
try tells how he worked his way out of 
an artistic embarrassment. To get a 
“domestic touch” in one scene he 
yearned mightily to teach a cat to come 
out on the stage, stretch itself, and lap 
a gancer of milk. 

There was a dramatic problem to send 
Foechylus scampering to Pireus to jump 
off a pier or to compel Sophoeles to cut 
short his miseries by hemp or hemlock, 
but our conspicuous producer settled 
down with the cat, the saucer of milk, 
and the patience of great genius an 
worked out this problem of life. 

One easily understands the reasons for 
our dramatic prominence, contemplating 
the producer and the cat. He says that 
the cat made the play a success. At the 
proper dramatic moment four hundred 
nights running it came out, stretchel, 
and lapped the milk in the sancer, and 
thus the, stage was made to serve its 

_ great purpose to mankind. 
If the cat had arehed its back, spit 
_ at the conductor of the orchestra, and 
upset the milk in scampering for an exit, 
the play might have failed. The critica! 
audiences might have rejected it as not 
interpretative of life, as not purging the 
emotions, as not revealing the struggle 
between men and the laws of their being. 

The cat stretched and it lapped the milk, 
and another success was given to the 
American stage. The dramatic genius of 

218 people is revealed when the cat laps the 
milk.

THE RAILROAD SITUATION, 

There is no disposition on the part of 
the railroad employés who are seeking high- 
er wages and better labor conditions to rush 
matters. Their representatives are discuss- 
ing quietly with the representatives of the 
roads the questions at issue. As neither side 
wants war and as each probably is pre- 
pared to concede something when it comes 
to a pinch the conferences now being held 
should have a satisfactory ending. 

The railroads assuredly do not want a 
strike. They understand the extent to 
which it would interfere with the discharge 
of their duties to the public. Compliance 
with the wage demands might not cost so 
much as the loss of revenue which a strike 
lasting any time might entail. 

The fact that the employés are moving 
slowly and deliberately is good evidence 
that they know what a strike would mean. 
Their officers, mostly old and experienced 


men, know that this is not the time to win 


an easy Victory by quitting work. The fact 
that the railroads of this country have laid 
off 80,000 men in a year shows that there 
is a great volume of unemployed railroad 
labor which the roads could draw on. When 
there are so many lay.offs the man who 
ean keep his job and old wages is not so 
badly off. 

It cannot be unknown to railroad em- 
ployés that while the wages of men in many 
industries were reduced after the panic 
of 1907, theirs were not. Since then there 
have been general increases. The roads 
have not fared so well.

Coatesville, Pa., is the present cause of 
astonishment—Coatesville, a thriving, 
peaceful, industria! town not far from Phila- 
delphia.

He 
rolls out of the fire three times and is thrown 
back into it A monstrous crime. How 
was it pogsible in Coatesville? 

Troops no sooner clear the streets of 
hooligans in London than they are guard- 
ing small towns and villages in Wales, where 
surprising attacks are made on Jewish 
storekeepers. A surprising demonstration 
of ferocity is given in a big city; a surpris- 
ing demonstration in a village—always sur 
prising; always surprising when a lawless 
element crawls out into the light like rats 
from a sewer and reveals its ferocity. 

A microscopic examination of a com- 
munity, almost any community, would re 
sult at least in the dropping of the word 
“surprising.” To walk through the streets 
of Springfield, III., now and find any color 
of probability for the recollection of the 
riots in which innocent persons were killed 
would be difficult. That was a surprising 
outbreak there. It wil! be surprising in the 
next city, town, or village which suffers 
from it. 

The social microscope would show that 
the elements of a mob exist in every com- 
munity. Let the opportunity be dropped in 
with them and they fuse instantly. It is 
not a, restful thought to consider that they 
are present even wheh passive. It would 
not be a restful thought to consider that the 
source of a city’s water supply was pol- 
luted, but it is wiser to find out and admit 
it than to say that the water looks pure 
and tastes sweet and, it is to be hoped, is 
both. 

The wiser community acknowledges to 

itself that in its composition are elements 
which when tempted by opportunity, crazed 
by passion, or infuriated by drink are capa- 
ble of any monstrouscrime. The wiser com- 
munity hopes that the humanizing process 
will be effective some time on these brutal 
elements, but it knows what they are and 
it takes precautions against them. 
. It does not think to trust the administra- 
tion of its affairs to men who bargain with 
these elements in elections, submit to their 
minor infractions of law after election, and 
then stand dismayed and afraid before them 
when they break from restraint. 2

ONG before Germany set covetous eyes 

on Agadir, where the presence of the 
kaiser’s warships has had the effect of 

filling the atmosphere with rumors of 

war, it had attracted the attention of 

the late King Leopold of Belgium. The ad- 
vantages of the bay, not only from a strate- 
ical and commercial point of view but also 
as a health resort for officials invalided 
home from the Congo Free State, had been 
brought to the king’s notice by Dr. Tackuin, 
at ome time physician on board the liners 


running from Antwerp to the mouth of the. 


Congo and afterwards principal medical ad- 
viser of the Congo Free State. 

Indeed, Leopold was so much interested by 
the descriptions of the doctor that he actu- 
ally took the trouble to visit Agadir on beard 
his steam yacht Alberta and spent a fort- 
night in visiting the valley of the Sous and 
the environs of Agadir, during which time 
not even his ministefs at Brussels knew of 
his whereabouts. They had some impres- 
sion that he was cruising off the coast of 
Morocco, but that was all, and it led at the 
time to a wild report in sensational news- 
papers to the effect that he had been seized 
by Moorish bandits and carried off inte the 
interior to be held for ransom. 

His visit to Agadir confirmed the reports 
made to him by Dr. Tagguin. and, accord- 
ingly, he hastened, on his return to Brussels, 
to send a sp¢gial embassy to the former Sul- 
tan of Morocco, bearing a quantity of pres- 
ents and asking him to cede, either by pur- 
chase or lease, to Leopold, in his capacity 
as sovereign of the Congo Free State, the 
bay and town of Agadir and the valley of 
the Sous. The request of Leopold, as ruler 
of the Congo Free State, was indorsed by 
Leopold as king of Belgium and by the 
Belgian government, the mission itself being 
headed by a distinguished Belgian diplomat 
with Dr. Tackuin as one of his principal at- 
tachés. 

The Sultan, however, prompted. it is 
said, by both the French and the English 
representatives at Fez and by Sir Henry 
MacLean, the Scotch commander-n-chief of 
the Moorish army, declined, after a consid- 
erable amount of hesitation and delay, to 
grant King Leopold's request, and the mis- 
sion proved a complete failure. , 

_ 

Prince Alexander Bibesco, whose death has 
just taken place on the shores of the Lake 
of Geneva, was the last surviving son of that 
wonderful old George Bibesco, who in 1843, 
at the age of forty, was elected by the peo- 
ple of Wallachia and Moldavia, now known 
by the name of Roumania, as their 
hespodar, or prince, for life, the election 
being confirmed by the Sublime Porte, which, 
in those days, exercised rights of sovereignty 
over all the Balkan states. 

George Bibesco abolished slavery, trans- 
formed Bucharest into a western and civ- 
Used city, and endowed the entire country 
Eventually over- 
thrown by political intrigue, he took up his 
residence abroad and made his home in Paris, 
where he died in 1878. 

All his four sons distinguished themeelves 


in one way or another, and two achieved 


fame in active service in the French army, 
both George and Nicholas being decorated 
with the Legion of Honor on the battlefields 
of 1870 for conspicuous bravery. 

After the war, George eloped with the wife 
of a well known French cavalry general, the 
late Duc de Bauffremont. She was by birth 
a Princess Chimay, sister of the late Prince 
Joseph Chimay, whose son's first wife, Clara 
Ward of Detroit. has achieved such unsavory 
notoriety by her various matrimonia] adven- 
tures. 

As there was no divorce at the time in 
France, the Duchesse de Bauffremont se- 
cured from the petty German state of Saxe- 
Altenburg a divorce from the Duc de Bauf- 
fremont, the legality of which was, however, 
repudiated by the French courts, which did 
not hesitate to pronounce the marriage which 
the duchess thereupon contracted with 
George Bibesco as bigamous. Nor was it 
until divorce was inaugurated as part and 
parcel of French law, in 1888, that the duchess’ 
was able to obtain from the French tribunals 
a dissolution of her union with the duke and 
to legalize her marriage with George Bibesco 
in such fashion as to admit of her return 
to France without peril of arrest for bigamy. 


— 

The Bibescos, unlike most of the Roumanian 
nobles who assume the title of prince, have 
obtained the authorization to use it as a for- 
eign, but not as an Austro-Hungafian title, 
in the dual empire. In Roumania itself, all 
nobiliary titles have been abolished, and, 
when in 1900, George Bibesco was appointed 
by King Charles’ government to be commis- 
sioner general for Roumania to the Paris In- 
ternationa! exhibition, the Official Gazette at 
Bucharest referred to him, in recording the 
appointment, as Mr.“ George Bibesco. 

George Bibesco objected to being thus 
styled, and demanded that the decree should 
be modified in such manner as to describe 
him by what he claimed to be his correct 
title. 

To this the Roumanian premier, George 
Cantacuzene, demurred. He called the at- 
tention of George Bibesco to that noteworthy 
paragraph of the national constitution of 
Roumania which abolished all nobiliary tt- 
titles and distinctions in the kingdom, forbid- 
ding their use, besides pointing out that he 
himself, the premier, although a scion of the 
formerly imperial house of Cantacuzene, 
which reigned at Constantinople in the four- 
teenth century, was perfectly content to call 
himself Mr.” Cantacuzene, instead of 
prince. 

The late Prince Alexander, unlike his elder 
brothers, was a littérateur and a poet, rather 
than a soldier, and with his lofty stature 
and his somewhat leonine head of gray hair 
presented a very striking appearance. He 
leaves two sons, Emmanuel, who is making 
a name for himself in the Roumanian parlia- 
ment at Bucharest, and Antoine, who is sec- 
retary of the Roumanian legation in London 
and a playwright of considerable note, sev- 
eral of his plays having been produced as 
very drawing successes on the Parisian stage, 
notably “Le Jaloux,”’ at the Theatre An- 
toine. 

Antoine Bibesco is very popular in London, 
and was a particular favorite of the late King 
Edward, who constantly included his name 
in the list of guests whom he desired to be 
asked to meet him at the various house par- 
ties organized in his honor.

The head of the family is, of course, Prince 
Antoine’s first cousin Constantine, Prince 
Bessaraba de Brancovan, whose sister is the 
well known poet and author, Countess 
Mathieu de Noailles, and whose mother is 
the daughter of old Musurus Pasha, for 
nearly thirty years Turkish ambassador in 
London, an office afterwards Held by his 
eldest son and namesake. — 

If this head-of the Bibesco family styles 
himself Prince Bessaraba de Brancovan, in- 
stead of by his patronymic of Bibesco, it is 
for the purpose of calling attention to his 
descent in the female line from the historic 


“house of Bessaraba de Brancovan. 
The Bessarabas are one of the most illus- ‘ 


trious families of the southeast of Europe 
any may be said to have been founded by 
Jugomir Bessaraba, who flourished in the 
fourteenth century, Towards the end of the 
sixteenth century the Bessarabas acouired 
the great domain of Brancovani, and, in 1688, 
received from the crown of Hungary the 
Magyar title of counts of Brancovan.

He essayed the rather large 
gtunt of running amuck on both the Demo- 
crates and the insurgent Republicans in con- 
gress, singling out Chairman Underwood egd 
myéelf particularly as Democratic targets. 
Iaccept his onslaught as a badge of honor. 

Lack of Gratitude Charged. 

' “The President's criticism of Mr. Under- 
wood and myself—which is essentially a 
criticism of all Democrats, in the hause and 
senate, because all Democrats \stood to- 
gether—is absolutely uncalled for aH as 
ungrateful a performance as 1 can remem- 
ber; for, if it had not been for the action 
ef the Democrats in the house in both the 
Sixty-first and Sixty-second congresses in 
liming up almost unanimously in favor of 
reciprocity with Canada, he would have been 
the most thoraughly discredited and humil- 
jated president since the days of Andrew 
Johnson. , 

“The president says we didn't play poll- 
tics about reciprocity, but we did play poli- 
tics about the tariff.

Conference May Result with Deneen 
on State’s Status.

The Illinois field managers for Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom begin to report at Spring- 
field this morning for personal ‘report to 
the senior senator from Illinois. They are 
expected to bring to him many glad tidings 
and assurances that it will be all one way— 
that there will be a Republican legislature 
in Springfield in 1913 and no substantial 
opposition to his own re#lection. 

Preliminary arrangements have been made 
also, it is reported from Springfield, for a 
heart talk, probably tomorrow between 
Senator Cullom and Gov. Deneen, in which 
the Republican situation in Illinois will be 
closely canvassed. 


Caullom Opens Headquarters. 
Senator Cullom came in from Washing- 
ton yesterday morning and was in Chicago 
just ten minutes. He departed for Spring- 
field and saw only Collector of Customs John 
C. Ames. 

The official christening of the new Leland 
hotel at Spri:.grield as the once-again Repub- 
lican political headquarters of Illinois was 
coincident with the arrival of Senator Cullom 
at the state capital. He established his per- 
sonal headquarters immediately in the new 
hotel. 

Among Senator Cullom's early conferees 
at the New Leland were Postmaster L. E. 
Wheeler, Assistant Postmaster W. H. Conk- 
ling, United States District Judge J Otis 
Humphrey, United States Attorney W. H. 
Northcott, and Assistant Wstrict Attorney 
H. A. Converse. Later State Auditor Me- 
Cullough, Attorney General Stead, and a 
number of Springfield citizens called to pay 
their respectn Senatr Cullom announced 
that he expects toremain in Springfield prac- 
tically all the time until the latter part of 
November. He would say nothing after the 
conference. 


Would Welcome Lorimer Votes, 

Asked regarding reports that he would be 
given the solid backing of the so-called Lor- 
imerites in case he chooses to be a cancidate 
for reélection, Senator Cullom's only reply 
was: 

Their votes will count the same as those 
of any other Republicans.“ 

Senator Cullom had little to say during the 
ten minutes he remained tn Chicago. He 
said he was glad to get away from Washing- 
ton, and that the extra session of congress 
had dragged on quite too long to suit him. 
The senior senator was apparently in per- 
fect health as he changed trains at the union 
station. He will be 82 years old when he 
celebrates his birthday on Nov. 22, but he 
was spry, happy, and, to all indications, 


-eager to swing into the political battle.

President Scores Millionaires 
for Not Supplying Hamp- 
ton with Funds. 


MUST BEG FOR MONEY. 


Institution for Education of Ne- 
gro Should Not Be Compelled 
to Ask Alms, He Claims. 


Manchester, Mass., Aug. 20.—Speaking in

Meeting at Coolidge Home.

T. Jefferson Coolidge. He said: 

“I always come in with a living protest 
a protest of indignation—that an institution 
so useful, forming as it does the basis for 
our industrial schools, and suggesting a rem- 
edy and method of meeting the negro prob- 


lem, should still be on a basis necessitating | 


the organization of such meetings as this, 
and the begging for money enough @run it 
from year to year. 

We have lots of millionaires in this coun- 
try. y cannot the contributions be suf- 
ficiently large to put such an institution as 
Hampton off a basis that shall be sel- 
supporting? 


„Lauds Booker Washington. 

“Hampton graduated Booker T. Wash- 
ington, and, as somebody has said, if it had 
not done anything else that alone would 
entitle it to the gratitude of the country. 
Booker Washington established Tuskegee, 
and from Tuskegee have sprung many 
schools of a similar character throughout the 
south 

Northern generosity and donation with 
reference to southern educaton and the edu- 
cation of the negro have of course its fruits, 
and I don't want in any way to diminish the 
desire of those who wish to give. The negro 
is a citizen of the south, an important part 
of the industrial makeup of the south, and 
the negro therefore ought to come and is 
coming more and more under the guardian- 
ship of the south.“

“Chance to Investigate. 


SLAP GIVEN ro ‘REFORMERS,’ | 


Illinois Official Would Permit Legis- 
lative Action, 


Springfield, n., Aug. 29.—[Special. }—Robd- 
ert Catherwood, president of the civil service 
reform association of Chicago, will not be 
permitted to investigate the office of State 
Treasurer Mitchell. An emphatic refusal of 
such à request was written to Catherwood to- 
day by the treasurer. 

“I would not object to an investigation 
conducted by the legislature or any regular- 
ly constituted authority,” wrote the treas- 
urer, “but without knowing more of your 
motive and purposes in the investigation you 
contemplate, I respectfully decline to allow 
the same." 

A statement was given out by Treasurer 
Mitchell in regard to Catherwood's conten- 
tion that most of the clerks in the treasurer's 
office should be classified under civil service. 
He says: 

“The treasurer has interviewed many 
members of the legislature, and so far every 
one agrees that the intention of the law was 
to except every employé in the treasurer's 
officer, and the word ‘ watchman’ was ex- 
pressly added to the law to cover those post- 
tions in the treasurer's office and make the 
exemption of that office complete. 

“A provision was also added to the law 
giving. any officer who.gave bond for the 
custody of public funds the right to dis- 
charge any employé who came in contact 
with such funds, without consulting the civil 
commission, a provision expressly applicable 
to the treasurer's office. Why give the treas- 
urer the right to discharge and not the right 
to employ?7:. . 

“ The. contention of the civil service board 
is in effect that it has the right to recommend 
all employés in the treasurer's office. 

The present treasurer feels that he was 
elected to this office by the people and has 
given bond according to law for the safe con- 
duct of the same, and he does not feel justi- 
fied in abrogating its most essential duties 
to a few ‘reformers,’ whose greatest anxiety 
is to exploit their personal views, regardi¢ss 
of any other interest.”

| WARNS OWNERS AND TENANTS | 


OF BUILDINGS TO OBEY LAW. 


Commissioner Ericsson Threatens to 
Prosecute Large Number Who err 
Fire Safety Ordinance. — 


Commissioner of Buildings Henry Ericsson 
yesterday sent out a, warning to owners, 
agents, and lessees of buildings that they 
must comply with the new ordingnce which 
went into effect on Jan. 9 last. 

There are a large number of such per- 
sons who have neglected to make the re- 
quired changes, said Mr. Ericsson. It they 
do not accord with the new law they will be 
prosecuted. 

Tou are legally; morally. and financially 


declares the notice, which recites the various 
necessary improvements to insure safety 
to employés and- other occupants in buildings 
of different classes. 

The notice tells of the fire escapes specified 
in the ordinance. the prohibition of obstruc- 
tions in stairways and other places that would 
be used in fleeing from fire, that doors must 
be kept unlocked and swing outward in fac- 
tories, work shops, hotels, assembly halis, 

hospitals, and similar places. 

Basement, boiler or furnace rooms, and all 
portions dr premises shall be kept absolutely 
free from débris, papers, paints, oils, or in- 
flammable material, it is ordered. 

All stearh, hot water, or hot air furnaces 
must have ceiling over them, fireproofed with 
asbestos and metal, extending two feet be- 
yond all sides of boiler or furnace, smoke- 
pipe to be covered with heavy asbestos.

WEATHER FAVORS CORN BELT 


WEST OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Occasional Frost in the Spring Wheat 
States East of the Rockies—Hot and 


Dry in Texas. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—The weather 
bureau’s National Weekly Bulletin, for the 
week which ended yesterday, says; 

“In the corn growing states west of ths 
Mississippi conditions were mostly favorable 
although it was generally too eool and dry 
over the more northern portions of the belt. 
Bast of the Mississippi more moderate tem 
peratures prevailed, there were good showers 
in nearly. all the states, the surface soil is 
generally well supplied with moisture and 
conditions were mostly favorable. 


| 
“In the spring wheat growing states east 


of the Rocky mountains rather unfavorable 
conditions obtained, the weather was ab- 
normally cold. with occasional frost, dut 
without serious damage and considerable 
cloudiness prevailed although the rainfall! 
Was generally less than the average. 

“ West of the Rocky mountains the weather 
Was much more favorable for maturing and 
harvesting the grain. 

In the cotton growing states high tem- 
peratures and dry weather prevailed ir 
Texas and Oklahoma during the first part of 
the week, but good showers and cooler 
weather prevailed over the most of those 


| States during the latter part. 


In Louisiana, Arkansas, and Mississippi 
the weather continued partly cloudy, with 
frequent showers, the heavy rains causing 
some damage in river bottoms. More sun- 
shine and drier weather are now needed in 
those states. 

“In the eastern states of the belt the 
weather was mostly favorable, although the 
rainfall was generally light, and it is stil] dry 
in some sections.“

As this was entirely satisfactory to Gilmore, 


they were married. 

Subsequently they went to Detroit, and two 
months ago came to Chicago, renting a room 
from Mrs. L. L. Jonese, 969 Edgemont place, 
where they stayed for about two weeks, run- 
ming up a bill with Dr. Thomas A. Hogan, 
8057 Sheridan road. A little later the physi- 
cian was allowed to cash a $100 check on the 
Northern Trust company, purporting to be 
signed by the woman’s mother.
